This Mended Pitcher Has Been in Us e for Three Years. 


bj the 
United State* 
Department 


of Agriculture ) 


Among the household crafts which 


•re well worth, developing is the art 
of repairing china. In other words, K 
you are unfortunate enough to break 
your favorite pitcher or one of great 
grandmother's plates, don't foil to pick 
ap the pieces, for the office of home 
economics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture nan found out I 
how you may put them together again.' 


Obviously the first difficulty is to 


get a cement which will be permanent 
enough to stand washing and reason- 
ably careful handling and which will 
not be affected by climatic conditions. 
The Department of Agriculture, after 
comparative tests, recommends what 
Is known as "grandmother's white 
lead" process. 


Cementing Material. 


The «ementlng material in this case 


Is white lead such as is used by 
artists working with oil paints. It mav 
be rubbed with the finger on the raw 
edges of the dish and the piene which 


#te to be cemented into place, but be- 
fore the white fead cement is applied 
It to well to rub do> n the edges a 
very little witlx emery paper to make 
room for the thin layer of white lead 
80 that the dish when completed will 
not be distorted in shape. Care should 


can be picked off, and the seams care- 
fully scraped to remove any excess of 
white lend. The old way was to tie 
the mended article together 
before 


putting it away to dry, but this Is not 
easy to do. 


If the above directions are care- 


fully 
followed, a fairly permanent 


cement is obtained, and the dish may 
be considered onco more as a useful 
member of cupboard society. 


Riveting Requires Skill. 


Professional 
china 
menders 
use 


rivets of silver or copper wire in ad- 
dition to a cementing process. This 
riveting requires special equipment 
and special skill and la beyond the 
average housekeeper. Nevertheless, it 
is well for her to know thnt such 
work can be done if the dish is valti 
able and worth putting Into the hands 
of a skilled workman. An expert in 
this business can often supply mis- 
sing pieces, with the design restored 
if need be, and glazed to appear 
practically the same as the original. 


The home worker can supply mis- 


sing pieces with fair success if thej 
are not too Inrgo. For this, plas.ter-of- 
pnris is worked up with a good qunllt) 
of liquid glue or other Kinds of liquid 
cement until the mass is as s-tiit as 
putty.

This Mended Pitcher Has Been in Us e for Three Years.

Among the household crafts which 


•re well worth, developing is the art 
of repairing china. In other words, K 
you are unfortunate enough to break 
your favorite pitcher or one of great 
grandmother's plates, don't foil to pick 
ap the pieces, for the office of home 
economics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture nan found out I 
how you may put them together again.' 


Obviously the first difficulty is to 


get a cement which will be permanent 
enough to stand washing and reason- 
ably careful handling and which will 
not be affected by climatic conditions. 
The Department of Agriculture, after 
comparative tests, recommends what 
Is known as "grandmother's white 
lead" process. 


Cementing Material. 


The «ementlng material in this case 


Is white lead such as is used by 
artists working with oil paints. It mav 
be rubbed with the finger on the raw 
edges of the dish and the piene which 


#te to be cemented into place, but be- 
fore the white fead cement is applied 
It to well to rub do> n the edges a 
very little witlx emery paper to make 
room for the thin layer of white lead 
80 that the dish when completed will 
not be distorted in shape. Care should 


can be picked off, and the seams care- 
fully scraped to remove any excess of 
white lend. The old way was to tie 
the mended article together 
before 


putting it away to dry, but this Is not 
easy to do. 


If the above directions are care- 


fully 
followed, a fairly permanent 


cement is obtained, and the dish may 
be considered onco more as a useful 
member of cupboard society. 


Riveting Requires Skill. 


Professional 
china 
menders 
use 


rivets of silver or copper wire in ad- 
dition to a cementing process. This 
riveting requires special equipment 
and special skill and la beyond the 
average housekeeper. Nevertheless, it 
is well for her to know thnt such 
work can be done if the dish is valti 
able and worth putting Into the hands 
of a skilled workman. An expert in 
this business can often supply mis- 
sing pieces, with the design restored 
if need be, and glazed to appear 
practically the same as the original. 


The home worker can supply mis- 


sing pieces with fair success if thej 
are not too Inrgo. For this, plas.ter-of- 
pnris is worked up with a good qunllt) 
of liquid glue or other Kinds of liquid 
cement until the mass is as s-tiit as 
putty.
